Homes bid 
is denied 
following 
protests 

DEVELOPERS must not 
be allowed to “cut into the 
heart” of the countryside 
was the message from coun¬ 
cillors at a planning meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday. 

An outline planning ap¬ 
plication for 22 homes off 
Chapel Lane, Trefonen, 
was rejected by Shropshire 
Council planning commit¬ 
tee. 

Councillor Joyce Barrow, 
member for the area, said: 
“I have never seen so many 
objections in all my time on 
the planning committee. 

“This will ruin the char¬ 
acter of Trefonen and will 
cut right through the heart 
of the countryside and we 
as councillors should not be 
letting this happen. 

“The village is unique 
and is in danger, if this goes 
ahead then the rural ele¬ 
ment of the village will be 
inreversibly changed.” 

Stuart Taylor, for the de¬ 
veloper, insisted there was a 
need for smaller houses for 
families in the village. 

But councillors also heard 
there is no shop or Post Of¬ 
fice and Councillor David 
Lloyd said the committee 
would be acting inrespon- 
sibly to put more pressures 
on the resources in the area. 

Councillors unanimously 
rejected the application. 

Two further outline appli¬ 
cations for 32 homes at West 
Felton and 25 homes at The 
Cross, were deferred.

PLAN UNVEILED 


AFTER months of rumour and spec¬ 
ulation budget German supermarket 
chain Lidl has confirmed it plans to 
open in Welshpool. 

This week the discount supermarket chain 
announced that it has plans for the town and 


intends to open a majo 
jobs on the site of the 
former sheep pens at 
Mill Lane - opposite 
Tesco. 

And the company will 
hold a consultation day next 
week when members of the 
public can attend. 

A leading councillor has 
welcomed the news of the 
competition it will bring 
and the redevelopment of an 
area of wasteland on one of 
the entrances into the town. 

Deputy mayor Steve 
Kaye, who is also the chair¬ 
man of the council’s busi¬ 
ness forum, said he looked 
forward to seeing the store 
open. 

“It’s brilliant. It’s good for 
customers because you’ve 
got the range of items. I’m 
all for promoting the com¬ 
petition between shops,” he 
said. 

“I’m glad that they’re 
going to come to the town. 

I was sorry when they ruled 
out using the site of the old 
Co-op in Berriew Street, 
but building on the waste 
ground will regenerate that 
part of the town. 

“We’re trying to invite 
people into the town and the 
more you make it look invit¬ 
ing and beautify it the more 
people get interested and

the more they keep going in. 

“A lot of people were 
against Tesco because they 
said it would take the shop¬ 
ping out of the town centre, 
but really it’s not that far 
from the town centre and I 
think the competition with 
Lidl will be good. It will give 
a lot of choice to customers. 

“Lidl is known for paying 
above the minimum wage 
as well, so that will be very 
welcome in the town. 

“The plans are really tick¬ 
ing a lot of boxes with the 
town council.” 

Plans are still being final¬ 
ised for the store and the 
company is asking for peo¬ 
ple’s views on the proposals. 

Initial plans will be on dis¬ 
play during a consultation 
day to be held on Tuesday 
at the Corn Exchange at 
Welshpool Town Hall. 

The day will run from 
11am to 5pm and members 
of the development team 
will be available to answer 
questions. 

Lidl has been circulating 
explanatory leaflets door-to- 
door in the town but officials 
were unable to reveal any 
further information. 


Matt’s boots are made for walking

A 40-year-old Oswestry man is selling his 
worldly possessions to finance the chal¬ 
lenge of a lifetime. 

For Matt Sutton plans to set out on an 18 
month, 11,000 mile, around Britain walk 
for charity next month. 

He says his aim is to raise money and 
awareness for The Alzheimer’s Society. 

Matt will start his journey in Barmouth 
in mid Wales on September 15, setting out 
to walk around the entire edge of the Brit¬ 
ish coastline, finishing where he started. 

“I will be embarking on the greatest chal¬ 
lenge of my life,” he said. 

The catalyst for his life changing endeav¬ 
our came during a bus journey. 

“I have done some work as a carer where 
I have worked with people with Alzheimers. 
Friends and family have suffered with the 
disease, our family lost a very dear friend 
last year to it - it is a disease that is very 
close to my heart. 

“Only few weeks ago I was travelling on 
a bus. A lady seemed confused and disorien¬ 
tated. I went over to her, sat down, and put 
my arm around her. 

“She calmed down and I soon realised 
that she was a sufferer. Totally lost and 
confused, nobody else seemed to care, in¬ 
deed some were probably embarrassed. 

“I have just past the age of 40. On that 
bus I knew I needed to achieve a goal and 
have a purpose.” 

Matt is walking anti-clockwise so that 
for the first winter at least he will be in 
the south of England where he hopes the 
weather will not be as severe as in the 
north.

Campaign 
growing 
for lights 
switch-on 

HUNDREDS of people have 
signed a petition calling for 
a town’s street lights to be 
switched back on through¬ 
out the night. 

Shropshire Council made 
changes to Oswestry’s lights 
in April as part of a coun¬ 
ty-wide programme called 
“part night lighting”, which 
sees lights turned off be¬ 
tween midnight and 5.30am 
to cut energy bills. 

But in Oswestry protest¬ 
ers are demanding the lights 
are put back on throughout 
the night and a petition set 
up by the Relight Oswestry 
campaign has reached 600 
signatures. 

Campaigners say part 
night lighting is putting peo¬ 
ple in danger, with people 
walking home in the dark 
after nights out in pubs and 
clubs. 

Councillors have said they 
haven’t seen any increase in 
crime since the switch over 
began in the north of the 
county . 

Jordan Bradbury, 18, who 
set up the Relight Oswestry 
campaign, said: “I’m asking 
people to write to the town 
council because that’s the 
only way the lights will be 
put back on the agenda. 

“I’m writing to the mayor 
today about this because he 
needs to know how many 
people are saying they’re 
upset about the decision,” 
she said. 

“We’ve got a Facebook 
page as well but people re¬ 
ally need to write to the 
council about it.”

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Recruitment campaign 
launched by police force

MORE than 70 new Police Community Sup¬ 
port Officers will be recruited in Mid Wales 
from next month. 

Dyfed-Powys Police was given the go ahead to take 
on 74 new PCSOs earlier this year following a £40 
million nationwide grant from the Welsh Assembly. 

Now the force is holding a recruitment day in Newtown 
next month to fill the vacancies. 

And the force s Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
has promised he will focus 
on bringing more bobbies 
on the beat in the coming 
months. 

Chief Constable Simon 
Prince said: “We know 
where we need more officers 
so we are being very specific 
in the recruitment process. 

“Over the last year we 
have been asking people liv¬ 
ing in our more rural com¬ 
munities what they want 
from us as a police service, 
and one of the answers was 
quite simply, more officers 
on patrol. 

“It isn’t an easy job, and it 
will not suit everyone. 

“To help people find out 
more information about 
what the job entails we are 
holding series of familiarisa¬ 
tion events in the communi¬ 
ties where we are recruiting. 

“People who are inter¬ 
ested in finding out more 
can also speak to their local 
police team.” 

Powys Chief Inspector 
Jon Cummins said: “Being a 
police officer is a rewarding 
job. We make an important 
difference to people when 
they need help and are re¬ 
sponsible for ensuring the 
community where we live 
stays safe. 

“The difference to this 
recruitment campaign com¬ 
pared to previous times we 
have asked people to apply 
to join the force, is that we 
know that the new recruits 
will work in North Powys.” 


One-man 
play will 
focus on 
poet's life 

A ONE-MAN play on the 
life of one of the most fa¬ 
mous Welsh poets will be 
held near Oswestry. 

Dylan Thomas: Clown in 
the Moon will be staged at 
St Silin’s Parish Church, 
Llansilin, in September. The 
show was a sell-out when 
performed at the Edinburgh 
Fringe. 

The play chronicles the 
life of Thomas, played by 
Rhodri Miles, who died at 
the age of 39 from alcohol¬ 
ism. Rhodri takes the audi¬ 
ence through some of the 
most outlandish moments 
of the poet’s life through 
acting and recitals. 

A review of the show in 
the British Theatre Guide 
said there was an under¬ 
lying sadness of how the 
Swansea-born writer’s self 
destructive drinking led to 
his death before reaching 
his 40s. 

The play will take place 
on September 13 at 7.30pm.

Oswestry rambling trail to boost business

A NEW walk around Oswestry which 
has been created to mark the 40th 
anniversary of the town’s Ramblers 
group, is expected to bring huge eco¬ 
nomic benefits to the area. 

Oswald’s Trail, a 21km circular 
route named after the town’s patron 
saint, uses existing paths as well as 
improving others and opening up some 
which have been blocked for years. 

The circular route, which will open 
on September 6, is designed to suit all 
ages and abilities and can be tackled in 
five smaller sections ranging from two 
to three miles each. And the contribu¬ 


tion it could make to Oswestry’s econ¬ 
omy has been recognised by the town’s 
mayor, Councillor John Gareth Jones.

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Husband 
assaults 
wife in 
split row 

A WELSHPOOL man has 
been given a conditional 
discharge after shoving his 
wife to the ground and tear¬ 
ing up her driving licence 
when she went for a drink 
with her new boyfriend. 

Lee Davies, 45, admitted 
assaulting Karen Davies by 
beating and causing crimi¬ 
nal damage. 

On Tuesday Welshpool 
Magistrates gave Davies, 
now of Bryn Glas, Welsh¬ 
pool, a conditional discharge 
for 18 months for both of¬ 
fences. He was also ordered 
to pay £85 costs, a £15 vic¬ 
tim surcharge, and to pay 
his wife £20 compensation 
to cover the cost of her get¬ 
ting a replacement driving 
licence. 

The assault happened 
on the night of July 19 in 
Welshpool. The couple had 
separated but were still liv¬ 
ing together, magistrates 
heard. 

On that evening Mrs 
Davies went out with her 
new partner and on her 
return was shouted at by 
Davies. They argued before 
Davies shoved her to the 
ground outside the house 
as he threw her belongings 
out. He ripped an envelope 
in half which contained her 
driving licence. 

Mr Phil Sherrard, for 
Davies, said his client had 
been married for 22 years 
and it was a sorry situation 
they found themselves in. 

Man injured 
in tree fall 

A MAN was airlifted to hos¬ 
pital with serious injuries 
after falling from a tree in 
Chirk Green, Chirk. 

The Wales Air Ambu¬ 
lance transferred the man, 
believed to be in his 50s,to 
the University Hospital of 
North Staffordshire with se¬ 
rious injuries.

“As a company with no 
core funding we rely largely 
on contributions from local 
organisations and individu¬ 
als. Following a recent gala 
evening, where we invited 
over 60 local businesses and 
only two turned up, we have 
had dozens of messages 
from local residents asking 
if they can help in some way. 

Pledges 

“It was with that in mind 
we have now decided to try 
crowd-sourcing.” 

The club will be collecting 
pledges through Zequs - a 
website which allows people 
to ask for donations towards 
projects in exchange for re¬ 
wards.

A FORMER NHS worker has made a 
dramatic career change by opening up 
a coffee shop dedicated to cyclists. 

Lynne Lewis, 58, worked as a skills 
qualities development expert for 38 
years, but this week swapped her clip¬ 
board for an apron as she opened the 
doors on Lynne’s Coffee Shop in Lla¬ 
ndrinio. 

The coffee shop, which is next to the 
village garage, will serve tasty treats 
and refreshments but with a clear 
focus on those who arrive by bike. 

“It’s good for the local community 
because it’s bringing them together, 


but I’m also focusing on cyclists as 
well as walkers and tourists passing 
through,” she said. 

Lynne said she had always wanted 
to own her own business at some 
point, but hadn’t decided what until 
she started cycling and visited other 
parts of the UK. 

She said: “I started cycling about 
three or four years ago and when I 
was in another county I noticed that 
there were a lot of people who would 
be cycling through a place and stop to 
have coffee and tea. 

“When I came back here I noticed 


there were a lot of cyclists passing Lla¬ 
ndrinio so I put two and two together 
and I thought a coffee shop for cyclists 
would be a good opportunity.” 

Lynne’s Coffee Shop will be employ¬ 
ing up to eight people and will offer 
customers free WiFi while they enjoy 
their refreshments. 

The cafe opened on Saturday in a 
unit which was also formerly a cafe, 
and Ms Lewis said she had a lot of peo¬ 
ple in for the first weekend. 

“The local people did miss it when 
it was closed,” she said. “They were 
quite happy to see it open again.”

too much for its power

A SECOND Shropshire charity shop has been given a boost to its 
funds after it was revealed it was paying too much for its gas and 
electricity. 

After recent concern about excessive electricity and gas costs, Severn Hos¬ 
pice has cut utility bills at a number of its 23 stores across Shropshire and Mid 
Wales. 

At the store in English Walls, Oswestry, the charity has a new energy contract which 
will see savings of 43 per cent. 

It comes after the charity found its Al- 
brighton store had been billed incorrectly 
for a number of years and the charity was 
given a refund of £6,800. 

Associate director of trading for Severn 
Hospice, Rob Wilde, said he is delighted at 
the savings. 

The hospice, which has bases in Shrews¬ 
bury, Telford and Newtown, Mid Wales, 
brought in cost management specialists 
Auditel earlier this year to help them take 
a look into their utility bills. 

The company has bases in in Madeley, 
Telford and Noneley, Shewsbury, and is 
run by Shropshire Overhead Specialists 
Adrian Burton and Neil Crook. 

Mr Burton said: “At the Oswestry shop 
we have just negotiated a new energy con¬ 
tract which will see savings of 43per cent 
this year on the contract the energy sup¬ 
plier was about to put them in. 

Contract 

“A new energy contract was also ar¬ 
ranged for the shop in King Street, Ludlow 
again showing good savings. 

“We understand how the electricity 
industry operates and so can ensure the 
charity obtains the best contract so they 
retain more of their revenue, and can help 
them from slipping into less competitive 
contracts when they come to an end.

Study's stark warning 
over plans for fl&E unit

REMOVING accident and emergency services from Shrewsbury will 
put lives at risk, a health study has warned. 

The Mid Wales Health Study, compiled by Welshpool Town Council and the 
North Montgomeryshire Local Council Forum, said the A&E must remain at 
the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital until there is proper provision put in place for 
patients over the border. 

The report warns that if the A&E department is moved to Telford it could result in the 


loss of the lives. 

It says: “It is recommended that the A&E 

Police chief 
plan branded 
"unworkable" 

THE idea of having one chief constable 
to rule over the two police forces serving 
Shropshire has been branded “unworka¬ 
ble” by Warwickshire’s crime commission¬ 
er. 

Ron Ball said one senior officer to lead 
both forces would not work, after his coun¬ 
terpart in West Mercia, Bill Longmore, said 
the idea was being discussed. 

West Mercia Police, which serves Shrop¬ 
shire, has formed a strategic alliance with 
Warwickshire Police which means all staff 
below the rank of deputy chief constable 
are shared and the budgets are pooled. 

But the law requires each to have a 
chief constable and both earn more than 
£130,000 a year. 

Mr Longmore responded after Keith Vaz, 
the Labour MP who heads the Parliamen¬ 
tary Home Affairs Committee, branded the 
situation a waste of tax payers money. 

Mr Vaz called for a change to the Police 
Reform and Social Responsibility Act 2011 
so that it would be possible to appoint just 
one leader in forces sharing a high number 
of services. Mr Longmore said: “Shared 
leadership is subject to ongoing discussion.” 

But Mr Ball, Warwickshire Police and 
Crime Commissioner said: ““To have one 
chief constable held accountable by two 
commissioners - who could have completely 
differing views - would be unworkable in 
my view.”

There is a strong feeling that remov¬ 
ing A&E along with other services from 
Shrewsbury would put lives at risk and 
further disadvantage the population of Mid 
Wales.” 

The report, which was due to be dis¬ 
cussed by Welshpool Town Council at a 
meeting last night (Wednesday), also rec¬ 
ommends that the Welsh Assembly sends 
funding directly to the Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospitals NHS Trust. 

The information is based on information 
gained from surveys handed out in Mid 
Wales between July 1 and 15. 

It adds: “The remit for the study and sur¬ 
vey was to diagnose the issues and identify 
potential solutions for providing accessible, 
high quality, safe, and sustainable health¬ 
care services, which are best suited to meet 
the specific needs of those living in Mid 
Wales.” 

Another recommendation from the re¬ 
port is that a hospital transport scheme 
needs to be set up. 

It says: “A hospital transport scheme 
needs to be introduced, perhaps a mini bus 
service from set centres to Shrewsbury and 
Telford to support the lack of public trans¬ 
port to points of care at both the above hos¬ 
pitals.” 

Meanwhile, the report added: “There 
were a significant number of people who 
commented on the extensive number of 
surveys being carried out and felt they 
were now ‘surveyed out’ with little sign of 
results from such surveys.” 

The report comes as the Shropshire and 
Telford & Wrekin Clinical Commissioning 
Groups work on the Future Fit programme. 

The Future Fit programme is examining 
how health services in the county can best 
be provided in the future, including hospi¬ 
tal services, the role of GP practices and 
community care.

Powys County Council is 
looking for a business leader to 
help shape service delivery and 
strengthen communities in the 
coming years. 

Sounds quite a good job you 
might think, until that is you real¬ 
ise the role is voluntary. 

It’s all part of the “One Powys 
Plan” to support communities 
in the county but it surely sends 
out the wrong message when 
such a role is only considered to 
be worthy of being in a voluntary 
capacity. 

If the council is serious about 
this project, and we are assured 
it is, then what quality of person 
is it hoping to attract? 

Are there people out there 
willing to give up their time to a 
county council that has attract¬ 
ed such bad publicity in recent 
months with in-house squabbles 
and high profile resignations and 
sackings? 

It would surprise me if the 
council manages to attract the 
caliber of person the job spec 
demands when there are abso¬ 
lutely no monitory rewards on 
offer. 

Good advice doesn’t come 
cheaply these days and when it’s 
the type of advice that shapes 
the future of communities across 
the entire county of Powys I 
don’t think I’m wrong in thinking 
you would expect to pay a high 
price. 

I’ll be watching carefully to see 
how many come forward to offer 
their services. And more impor¬ 
tantly to see just who the council 
is prepared to take advice from. 


Campaigners want the lights 
back on in Oswestry and I don’t 
blame them. 

Street lights have been going 
off at night ever since Shropshire 
Council announced cutbacks 
and while it is reported that there 
has been no increase in crime it 
is surely not the right way for¬ 
ward. 

The town is not a nice place to 
negotiate in complete darkness 
and it will probably take a seri¬ 
ous incident before the council 
accepts that danger lurks in dark 
corners. 


The worst kept secret in 
Welshpool finally became reality 
this week when Lidl at last con¬ 
firmed what everybody already 
new - they ARE coming to town. 

The company has decided 
against occupying the former 
Cooperative building in Berriew 
Street and gone for a completely 
new build directly opposite Tes- 
co.

One in 10 of us don't know 
who lives next door. Do 
you get on with yours?

EVERYBODY needs good 
neighbours but one in 10 of us 
don’t know who they are - and 
I bet many of the others wish 
they didn’t. 

A YouGov survey has found we 
Brits are not as reserved and insu¬ 
lar as we think we are. Most of us 
know the people who live next door 
and generally we get on pretty well 
together. 

That’s not always the case, though. 
I was talking to someone the other day 
who went on at great length about his al¬ 
legedly drug-dealing neighbour, the loud 
music he plays in the early hours of the 
morning and the insults he calls out over 
the garden fence. 

The police don’t want to know, he 
complained, though everyone in the area 
is outraged by this man’s behaviour. 
This kind of experience is not uncom¬ 
mon. Mostly, our relations with difficult 
neighbours takes the form of some sort of 
‘armed truce’ - we ignore them and they 
ignore us. 

Unpleasant 

Sometimes, though, it escalates. Un¬ 
pleasant neighbours can blight your 
whole life. We had to move house because 
of ours. 

As I write this I can feel my blood pres¬ 
sure rising. And I have to be careful what 
I say because there is always a chance 
they’ll read this and retaliate in some 
way - even though we have not lived next 
door to each other for 20 years. 

We moved into a semi-detached house 
when the other half was empty. After a

year or so, a couple with a young daugh¬ 
ter moved in next door. From that mo¬ 
ment on our lives became miserable. 

It seems to have started because we 
refused to sue the builder over prob¬ 
lems with the drainage. I’ve always 
thought taking legal action was throw¬ 
ing good money after bad. 

That must have been the first cause 
of the animosity, though I can’t be cer¬ 
tain. 

And while I can understand why 
some people might take against me, the 
Domestic Goddess is lovely and I don’t 
know why anyone would dislike her. 

Yet we found ourselves engaged in a 
series of petty disputes with the new¬ 
comers. On one occasion we came home 
to discover the rose bushes, which 
should have been securely tied to the 
posts of the garden fence, had all been 
undone and allowed to collapse. 


The neighbours said the string hold¬ 
ing up the flowers was wound round 
the fence post, one half of the post was 
theirs, therefore our string was tres¬ 
passing onto their land. 

Another time we noticed one morn¬ 
ing one of their front windows was bro¬ 
ken. I have no idea how this happened. 
We certainly didn’t do it. 

Coincidentally - or not - we arrived 
home the following day to find one of 
our windows had also been smashed. 

It may have been a stone from the 
road but, such is the paranoia a guerilla 
war with the neighbours can engender, 
I remain convinced they did it because 
they thought we’d broken theirs. 

Their daughter was not allowed to 
talk to us. They planted a leylandii 
hedge which, as many unhappy neigh¬ 
bours up and down the country know 
to their cost, becomes massive, growing 


to incredible heights and blocks out all 
the light. 

They threatened to sue us in an ar¬ 
gument over electricity bills. They con¬ 
stantly complained about the parking 
arrangements. They called me at work 
to moan about the fence. 

It got to the point where you really 
didn’t want to go home because you 
were always on the look-out for the lat¬ 
est wind-up. 

To get it off my chest, I wrote a novel 
called ‘How To Kill Your Neighbour’. 

It never got published but it was good 
therapy. I can see how wrangles between 
neighbours sometimes end in violence. 

Eventually we couldn’t stand it any 
more. The neighbours, who we always 
referred to as Mr and Mrs Horrible after 
a song by They Might Be Giants, became 
an obsession and a constant topic of con¬ 
versation. 

Moved 

We didn’t really want to give them the 
satisfaction of knowing they had driven 
us out but the time came when we had 
to cut our losses and sell up. 

We moved somewhere where the 
neighbours were (almost) all very pleas¬ 
ant and it came as an amazing surprise 
to discover the people in your street 
could be friendly. 

According to the YouGov survey, 40 
per cent of city-dwellers talk to three or 
more neighbours, almost half of those 
living in the suburbs do the same while 
55 per cent of villagers have a good nat¬ 
ter with each other. 

But, of course, it means in most places 
more than half of neighbours don’t talk 
to each other. Sometimes we’re missing 
out. The people next door could become 
firm friends. 

Mostly, though, I think we’d prefer to 
keep to ourselves - if only to avoid fall¬ 
ing out with them next door. 

As for us, soon after we moved away 
from Mr and Mrs Horrible I heard 
they’d been on holiday to Egypt and got 
a severe tummy bug. I had to laugh.

In three weeks time, the voters 
of Scotland go to the polls to de¬ 
cide whether that great country 
remains part of the United King¬ 
dom, or takes the hugely uncer¬ 
tain road to independence. 

Postal voting opened on 
Tuesday this week. It has been 
agreed that this is a matter for 
voters in Scotland alone. Scots 
living elsewhere will not have a 
say. 

For the first time in Britain 16 
year olds will have a vote. This 
is what the Scottish Government 
asked for, including its preferred 
date. The UK Government does 
not want Scotland to leave, but 
has agreed to this referendum 
on the Scottish Government’s 
terms. 

It may be a vote for the peo¬ 
ple of Scotland alone, but I very 
much hope they will vote No to 
independence. 

The United Kingdom has a 
great history as a force for good 
in the world. Scots have played a 
vital part in that success through 
their industry, invention, and re¬ 
silience. The United Kingdom 
without Scotland will be a lesser 
place. Mid Wales and Shropshire 
will be part of a lesser union. 

Like many others I watched a 
debate on TV earlier this week 
between Scottish First Minister, 
Alex Salmond and Alistair Dar¬ 
ling. It was so appallingly awful 
that I changed channel after 30 
minutes. Two men shouting at 
and over each other in a most 
unedifying way. An old Dave Al¬ 
len repeat on another channel 
was far better. 

There was no attempt to an¬ 
swer genuine concerns, to allay 
fears of the unknown or to ease 
uncertainty. We don’t know what 
currency an independent Scot¬ 
land will use or what will happen 
to defence jobs or to the nuclear 
weapons presence at Faslane. 

This referendum is for voters 
of Scotland only, but a Yes vote 
changes Wales as well. England 
would become an even more 
dominant part of the United 
Kingdom and Wales even more 
side-lined. 

England may well want its own 
Parliament. And all of this will 
happen after an emotion driven 
campaign led by a charismat¬ 
ic ‘Pied Piper’ who has ridden 
roughshod over any serious at¬ 
tempt at debate. Please Scot- 
land, say No.

Another approach which may be easier to establish would be using the consumer protection regulations. As paying for cosmetic surgery is 
‘buying services’ it is regulated by the Sale of Goods and Services Act, which means any work must be carried out with reasonable care and 
skill. You would need to prove that this was not the case in respect of the work on your nose.

Mr Salmon said: “The in¬ 
novation, from Dyfed-Powys 
Police, will reduce response 
times and improve data 
shared by police, fire and 
ambulance services.

“The public across Wales 
can expect better 999 re¬ 
sponses thanks to this fresh 
use of technology. It’s right 
that we explore how public 
services can be improved 
through innovation.” 

Mr Salmon said he worked 
with the cabinet office and 
Wales’ Joint Emergency 
Services Group to secure the 
grant which comes in a new 
round of awards from the 
UK Government’s Police 
Innovation Fund.

Assault victim welcomes 
town's new CCTV system 


A NEW CCTV system for Oswestry has been 
welcome by the victim of a town centre beat¬ 
ing a decade ago. 

Councillor, Paul Milner was in his early 30s when 
he was set upon by two men. 

Thanks to the then recently installed CCTV cameras in 
Oswestry, police were quickly on the scene and caught the 


two men. 

Councillor Milner, 40, 
said he had to spend three 
nights in hospital with in¬ 
juries including a damaged 
retina. His experience led 
him to getting involved in 
the CCTV task group on 
Oswestry Town Council. 

And he is urging private 
businesses and other parish 
councils across Shropshire 
to consider buying into the 
system. 

Last week the council 
announced it had signed a 
£69,000 contract to replace 
the 14 year old CCTV with 
a wireless system, thanks 
to funding from the West 
Mercia Police and Crime 
Commissioner and from the 
council. 

The control room, hosted 
at the Oswestry police 
station, will also be refur¬ 
bished. 

Councillor Milner said: 
“The new system is so good. 
The images are very clear 
and at night they are re¬ 
markably good. But the real 
advantage is the Wifi.

“In the past the cameras 
have depended on fibre op¬ 
tics and so it was difficult 
to move their location or 
install new ones. Now new 
cameras can be added very 
cheaply and can be easily 
moved.” 

“The system is depend¬ 
ant on our volunteers, who 
man the control room at 
Oswestry police station. 
They can view the cameras 
that we currently have. But 
they would also be able to 
look after extra monitors. 

“This is such a good sys¬ 
tem that I would urge parish 
councils to consider where 
they might be able to install 
cameras that could be mon¬ 
itored in the Oswestry con¬ 
trol room.

PROTESTORS lined a narrow vil¬ 
lage road to show their case that 
plans for a housing development 
there are “an accident waiting to 
happen”.

Chris Jones, of of the village’s parish 
councillors, said: “You only have to stand 
here for five minutes to see the B5009 Hol¬ 
yhead Road is already far too narrow - it’s 
actually already below regulation width - 
and that the plans to narrow it are crazy. 

“In the time we stood at the roadside, 
several large agricultural vehicles and local 
buses passed through the village, demon¬ 
strating that the plans are an accident 
waiting to happen. 

“Nobody in West Felton wants this. 


Shropshire Council says they’re listening 
and consulting, but the fact is the National 
Planning Policy Framework rules and they 
will build new houses and narrow the road 
whether we like it or not.” 

Among the protestors was Suzanne 
Evans, UKIP National Deputy Chairman 
and the prospective parliamentary candi¬ 
date for Shrewsbury and Atcham, who said 
she was concerned by what she had seen. 

“The Holyhead road is still used as a di¬ 
version from the new A5 when there are 
roadworks or accidents and you only have 
to stand here for five minutes and you can 


see it’s iar too narrow already. If it was 12 
to 18 inches narrower, you get a bus or a 
tractor trying to pass a kid on a bike and 
it’s a terrifying thought quite frankly,” she 
said. 

“We should be focussed building on 
brownfield sites and bringing empty homes 
back into use long before we even begin to 
consider the loss of precious agricultural 
land to a dangerous development like this.”

£2m fund to help 999 

medics meet demand 


WEST Midlands Ambulance Service has 
been given a cash boost of £2 million to help 
it cope with a huge surge in the number of 
999 calls it receives. 

This year an extra 162 emergency calls have been 
made every day compared to 2013. 


Bosses welcomed the extra 
needed”. 

The money will be given 
to Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group, which 
commissions the service in 
the West Midlands. 

But it is allocated on the 
basis of 999 call volumes and 
must be used to support the 
whole ambulance service, 
including the coverage of 
emergencies in Shropshire. 

The trust receives around 
100, 000 calls an hour, every 
single day. 

But this year it has re¬ 
ceived an increase of 20,000 
between April and July, 
compared to the same pe¬ 
riod last year. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service spokesman 
John Hawker said: “Every 
year 999 calls to the am¬ 
bulance service increase by 
around five per cent. This 
has been the case for around 
the last 15 years.

IT IS the choice facing students that 
will influence the rest of their life. 

And Which? has published its guide to 
the best universities, using criteria in¬ 
cluding how much students enjoy them¬ 
selves - and how much they are likely to 
earn once they have finished their stud¬ 
ies. 

The magazine claims to cut through the 
mass of information that bombards students 
currently entering their last year at sixth form 
or college. 

They will this year be facing the task of 
choosing which courses they want to take on, 
and the town or city they believe will give them 
the best life experience. 

The National Student Survey and the Des¬ 
tination of Leavers from Higher Education 
Survey are just two alternative guides availa¬ 
ble and each university also produces its own 
glossy brochures in an attempt to lure new 
recruits. 

Wolverhampton University, which has more 
than 21,000 students and a large Telford cam¬ 
pus that is about to expand with new science 
blocks, welcomed the addition of the Which? 
report. 

Compete 

It will never compete with Oxford or Cam¬ 
bridge for academic achievement, but it does 
offer thousands of people in Shropshire and 
other parts of the region the chance of going on 
to further education in the heart of Midlands 
and Shropshire. 

The Which? report shows an 83 per cent 
overall satisfaction rating with the university, 
a figure today welcomed by its vice chancellor, 
Professor Geoff Layer. 

He said: “We work closely with our Students’ 
Union to ensure the facilities we provide meet 
the needs of today’s students and we continue 
to listen to the ways we can further improve 
the learning and social experience.” 

Chester University, which is soon to see a 


partnership with the new University College 
Shrewsbury, scored high on the number of stu¬ 
dents in further education or work with 94 per 
cent, while Staffordshire University scored 84 
per cent with graduates earning an average of 
£18,000 within six months. 

And it looks as though the prospect of em- 
ploymen is one of the most important things 
for students when considering which uni¬ 
versity is right, with 58 per cent looking at 
graduate employment ratings when making a 
decision. 

Alex Harling, of Which? said: “Our most

said they valued the night life, sport and polit¬ 
ical opportunities, as well as the varied union 
activities. It also has one of the highest average 
graduate salaries locally at £21,600. 

With so many different universities, Which? 
hopes that students are able to use the site to 
determine which factors are more important to 
them personally. 

Ms Harling said: “It really is important that 
students have the research needed to choose 
the right university. 

“Our site is unique in the information we 
pull from all sorts of surveys and different or¬ 
ganisations and with it all in one free-to-use 


place, it makes it much easier for applicants. 

“We want students to get value for money 
for their experience and choose the one that 
will suit them.” 

The University of Manchester regularly 
comes out in the top 35 in league tables with 91 
per cent of students in work or further study 
and an average graduate salary of £21,300. 

Students at Keele University rated accom¬ 
modation and facilities high, with 93 per cent 
satisfied or quite satisfied and 95 per cent 
going into work or further education within 
six months.

Attacked by swarm of 
bees in African forest 


FOR someone used to the ‘birds 
and the beasts’ of the Afri¬ 
can bush, a third trip within 12 
months is, whilst unquestionably 
a great pleasure, not quite the 
same as the first time. 

The diaries become a little samey, 
the blase sight of a wildebeest or ze¬ 
bra is simply ‘the norm’, and the guide 
book is mostly ticked off. 

The pleasure one derives from this famil¬ 
iarity with the big game of the tourist bro¬ 
chures is a closer inspection of the smaller 
creatures that play such a crucial role in 
the ecosystems that make up the illustrious 
habitats upon which the great mega-fauna 
of the Dark Continent roam. 

Your ears become more attuned to the 
rustles, pitter-pattering and scurrying of 
small feet through leaves and grass. As 
my minibus trundled along the road to my 
forested accommodation in the hills of the 
Great Rift Valley, one of the tedious mili¬ 
tary checkpoints appeared to be deserted. 
On closer examination the soldiers were 
lying down flat on the tarmac and the 
one closest to the barriers was waving us 
through from his prone position. Not think¬ 
ing much of this and merely assuming it 
was an exercise of sorts, I continued.

Several of the attacking bees peeled off 
from the swarm above and flew into my 
hair trying to sting me. Now I grew up with 
beehives in the garden and am obsessed 
with all nature, including things that sting 
and bite, but this was different. This was 
an all-out attack and I’d read horror stories 
of ‘killer bees’ which are a cross between 
African and European honey bees yet it is 
thought that their notorious tendency to at¬ 
tack comes mainly from the African genes. 

I am sorry to say dear, relaxed reader, 
that I completely lost it and ran car¬ 
toon-fashion away with hands flailing and 
head shaking.

Doctors will use 
Skype to talk to 
patients-report 

MEDICAL staff in Shropshire could use Skype to help 
treat patients under recommendations to shake-up A&E 
services in the county. 

Proposals under the Future Fit programme have re¬ 
vealed medical professionals will be able to hold conver¬ 
sations via computer for advice and recommendations on 
patients. 

Currently there are two A&E departments, one at Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital and one at Princess Royal Hospital 
in Telford, and under the new proposals these will close in 
favour of a single A&E. 

The Shropshire Clinical Commissioning Group also pro¬ 
pose that instead of the minor injury units that are in place 
now, which are run by nurses, they will be replaced with 
Urgent Care Centre’s (UCC) which will be staffed also by 
doctors. 

When a medical professional needs help treating a pa¬ 
tient they will be able to Skype their colleagues in other 
UCCs or A&E. 

Because the UCCs will be dealing with more serious 
cases, some staff will need specialists on the rota or on 
‘timely access’ to them via Skype. 

Richard Caddy, a spokesman for the CCG said: “Staff will 
be able to share information in lots of ways, one of which 
will be Skype. 

“If you could Skype a colleague who has better knowl¬ 
edge than you on something then why wouldn’t you? 

“Clinicians nationally and internationally are already 
doing this. 

“The UCC’s and A&E will be networked together and 
will be able to share together, at the minute minor injuries 
aren’t networked and what may happen is they just look 
at you and say you need to go to A&E, which maybe a 20 
mile drive.” 

But Gill George, from the Shropshire Defend Our NHS 
campaign group, has said using Skype can carry risks. 

She said: “In a rural area, the idea of centralising 
everything - with already long travel times to get to A&E 
- is mad. 

“But there’s got to be a clinical risk in diagnosing pa¬ 
tients over Skype because you lose so much crucial infor¬ 
mation if it’s not done in person. It’s scary they’re building 
risk - and possibly death - into the system.”

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School 
reveals 
science 
block bid 

A NORTH Shropshire 
school has unveiled plans 
to open a new science block 
with four classrooms. 

Lakelands Academy, on 
Oswestry Road in Elles¬ 
mere, has submitted a 
planning application to 
Shropshire Council. 

It includes two rooms spe¬ 
cialised for chemistry teach¬ 
ing, one for biology and one 
for physics. 

The plans have won the 
support of Ellesmere town 
council members. 

Councillor Rod Harington 
said it would be a great im¬ 
provement for the school. 

Brilliant 

“I think it looks abso¬ 
lutely brilliant,” he said. 
“The plans were very im¬ 
pressive. They looked great. 

“It would be a real im¬ 
provement for the school 
and give them some great 
facilities. 

“The school is getting 
very popular now and is 
doing really well to improve 
so it would be a good devel¬ 
opment.” 

No-one was available to 
comment from the school, 
but on its website said sci¬ 
ence had become “increas¬ 
ingly important” to the 
school.

IT WAS a tragedy that shocked 
the quiet hamlet of Osbaston, near 
Oswestry. 

But people living near Osbaston House 
have welcomed news that the sale of the 
site of a double murder is to be sold. 

Residents in the village where the Foster 
family lived said they hope the site can provide 
a happy home to new owners. 

And they are hoping the sale of the former 
Osbaston House will allow the local commu¬ 
nity to move on and put the tragic events of 
2008 behind them. 

Since the tragedy six years ago the site has 
been abandoned with neighbours complaining 
trespassers were climbing over the walls to 
take pictures out of morbid curiosity. 

One couple, who did not want to be named 
but live a few hundred metres from the prop¬ 
erty, said they wished the new owners well.

They said: “We’re just happy if someone will 
buy it and someone will do something with it. 
It will stop all the people who just come by to 
have a look. 

“It will be a really lovely home. It’s a decent 
interval of time to move on now. 

“It’s really nice to know someone’s going for¬ 
ward with it. We’re very happy that hopefully 
someone will be moving in. That will be really 
good.” 

This week marks the sixth year anniversary 
of the tragedy. 

Osbaston House was destroyed in the early 
hours of August 26, 2008, by a fire set by Chris¬ 
topher Foster. 

It took 12 fire crews to contain the flames. 

Foster, 50, who had £4m debts and faced 
being declared bankrupt, had shot his wife Jill, 


49, and their 15-year-old daughter Kirstie, and 
also killed four dogs and three horses which 
were found in the house and outbuildings. 

He then set fire to the house before shooting 
himself. 

An inquest held in 2009 heard he had been 
suffering from depression, and had told his GP 
he was having suicidal thoughts. 

Coroner John Ellery recorded a verdict 
of unlawful killing and said Mr Foster had 
“quickly and methodically” killed his family. 

“Mrs Jill Foster and her daughter Miss 
Kirstie Foster were both shot in the head,” he 
said. “They were shot in their respective bed¬ 
rooms, almost certainly whilst asleep.” 

People living in the area say they will never 
forget the events of that day, but feel that it is 
now time to attempt to move on. 

Craig Gittins, 50, a former landlord of the 
village pub, said: “I feel they want it to come 
to an end now. They want Maesbrook to be 


known for the beautiful village it is. 

“I don’t think any village should have to go 
through what the people of Maesbrook have 
been through. 

“They need an end to this now, they need 
closure so they can all get on with their lives.” 

In 2009, Shropshire Council granted plan¬ 
ning permission for the remains of the £1.2mil- 
lion mansion to be demolished to make way for 
a luxury home. The 16-acre site was put up for 
sale in May 2012. 

The ruins of the house were pulled down in 
2011 and the grounds were completely cleared 
in preparation for a new property to be built on 
a different location to where the house which 
was the scene of the tragedy once stood. 

Charles Green, from The Wood, Maesbrook, 
commented on the plans saying: “I welcome 
the redevelopment of the site to restore it to 
accommodation. 

“I really hope that any new occupants can 


make an active contribution to the life of the 
local community. 

“At present the abandoned and derelict site 
is still a target for looters and trespassers.” 

The site is owned by a national bank, but 
Greg Judd, senior director of GVA’s corporate 
recovery team in Birmingham, which has been 
handling the sale, said: “With full planning 
permission for a replacement dwelling, this 
estate - despite its tragic recent history - is a 
rare opportunity to construct a large country 
house in a secluded location with a spectacular 
backdrop of the Welsh mountains.” 

Estate agents Strutt & Parker have con¬ 
firmed that the sale of the site is at an ad¬ 
vanced stage. 

A spokesman said: “The property has been 
on the market for some time but we are now in 
a position to officially mark it up. 

“It has been on the market since 2012 and 
we have had interest for 18months.”

Peugeot pushed boat out

Following closely on the heels 
of its award winning 308 saloon 
Peugeot recently unveiled the 
estate version aimed clearly at 
the modern family driver. 

I recently proclaimed the Skoda 
Octavia estate as the best car I have 
driven this year but Peugeot is not far 
behind with this model that has all the 
strengths of the European Car Of The 
Year saloon. 

The family car driver demands more 
space than ever today and Peugeot has 
pushed the boat out to extend the 308 by 
110mm to reveal 660 litres of space, which 
increases to a massive 1,660 litres with the 
seats folded flat. 

Only the Octavia can beat that in this 



class but you won’t complain about the 
room in this Peugeot, whether travelling 
as a rear seat passenger or driving your 
mates on a weekend golf trip. 

It’s no surprise really because Peugeot 
has a long and proud record in the C-seg- 
ment estate car sector, which began way 
back in 1969 with the 304. 

There’s a real battle going on in this 
sector to meet expectations on design and 
convenience and Peugeot has done well 
to provide a neat 60/40 split rear seat set¬ 
up which drops at the pull of a handle, ex¬ 
posing more than enough space for most 
occasions. 

Outwardly this 308 shares the character 
of its sibling with the chrome surrounded 
grille and full LED technology. 

Inside it’s easily identifiable as a Peuge¬ 
ot with all the usually well positioned con¬ 
trols and I love the compact steering wheel 
which just adds to the dynamic feel. 

The benefit of the smaller wheel is a 
much better view of the raised instrument 
panel which can be read without taking 
your eyes off the road. 

A 9.7inch display screen allows you to 
operate just about everything from the air 
conditioning to driver assistance systems. 
Rounding off the spacious feel is a 1.6m 
panoramic roof which you can choose to 
cover with an electric sunroof blind. 

Opening the bonnet reveals a 1997cc 
diesel unit which will take you to 62mph 
in 10.1 seconds and gives a top speed of 
130mph. Fed by a six speed manual gear¬ 
box this Peugeot produced 70.6mpg on 
the combine cycle and an impressive low 
of 105g/km of emissions. 

On the road this 308 offers few problems 
and is very comfortable at speed, with han-

dling to match the other attributes, though 
I did find parking a little difficult - without 
being able to point a finger at the cause. 

As usual this Peugeot is packed with 
safety technology. The driver assistance 
pack is an additional option but most buy¬ 
ers will want it as it offers cruise control, 
emergency collision alerts and an emer¬ 
gency collision braking system. 

This new technology all seems a bit 
much but trust me, once you’ve experi¬ 
enced the system you really miss it when 
it’s not there. 


You can also choose to add a driver 
sport pack which offers more responsive 
driving at the flick of a switch. 

The model on test benefitted from me¬ 
tallic paint, a city pack, leather trim with 
heated seats, keyless entry with stop/start 
function, the panoramic glass roof and the 
driver assist pack. 

All that pushed the £22,545 price tag up 
by just over £3,500. 

If you want style, practicality, perfor¬ 
mance and space in one option the 308SW 
Allure may just be up your street.
